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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. The language should be 
clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 20, 22, 25, 28 and 29 are objected to under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claims 20, 22 and 28 recite 
the limitations "the applets" in claims 20 and 22 and "second applet" in claim 28. Claims 
25 and 29 recite the limitation "the third plurality of constituent parts" in claims 25 and 
29. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Therefore, 
claims 20, 22, 25, 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Double Patenting 



5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 1 -1 3 of USPN 6,338,086 contains every element of claims 20-30 of the 
instant application and as such anticipates claims 20-30 of the instant application. 



7. "A later patent claim is not patentably distinct from an earlier patent claim if the 
later claim is obvious over, or anticipated by, the earlier claim. In re Longi , 759 F.2d at 
896, 225 USPQ at 651 (affirming a holding of obviousness-type double patenting 
because the claims at issue were obvious over claims in four prior art patents); In re 
Berg , 140 F.3d at 1437, 46 USPQ2d at 1233 (Fed. Cir. 1998) (affirming a holding of 
obviousness-type double patenting where a patent application claim to a genus is 
anticipated by a patent claim to a species within that genus). " ELI LILLY AND 
COMPANY v BARR LABORATORIES, INC., United States Court of Appeals for the 
Federal Circuit, ON PETITION FOR REHEARING EN BANC (DECIDED: May 30, 



2001). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



9. Claims 20-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mukherjee et al. ("Mukherjee"), USPN 6,195,685. 

10. Regarding claim 20, Mukherjee discloses a collaborative object architecture 
comprising: 

a server system adapted to execute at least one pod having a plurality of 
constituent parts [ie. an activity of a server, Mukherjee, col. 5, lines 4-19 and col. 6, line 
61 - col. 7, line 56]; and 

at least one client system coupled to the server system, wherein the at least one 
client system is adapted to execute at least one applet having a plurality of constituent 
parts, the pod and the applets together comprising a collaborative object [Mukherjee, 
col. 5, lines 19-61 , col. 6, lines 10-46, and col. 8, lines 35-67], wherein the pod plurality 
of constituent parts correspond to the applet plurality of constituent parts such that a 
change to one of the applet plurality of constituent parts causes a change to a 
corresponding constituent part in the pod [Mukherjee , col. 10, line 59 - col. 12, line 67]. 
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1 1 . Regarding claim 21 , Mukherjee further discloses the at least one client system 
receives input, generates one or more messages to the pod in response to the input, 
and applies the input locally without waiting for a response from the pod [Mukherjee , 
col. 9, line 62 - col. 10, line 58]. 

12. Regarding claim 22, Mukherjee further discloses the pod is adapted to receive 
message packets from an applet, determine an order in which to process the received 
message packets and communicate data from processing to other applets such that the 
other applets receive the data from messages originating at the pod [Mukherjee, col. 3, 
line 36 - col. 4, line 25, col. 5, lines 19-61, col. 8, lines 35-67 and col. 15, lines 30-67]. 

13. Regarding claims 23-30, claims 23-30 have similar limitations as claims 20-22. 
Therefore, the similar limitations are disclosed under Mukherjee for the same reasons 
set forth in the rejection of claims 20-22 [Supra 20-22].
